CHICAGO, July 7.—The Democratic na- 


tional convention was called to order this 
nooo by Chairman Harrity. 


The day opened clear and cool. The 


Wind had veered to the North and came 
with a freshness that covered the lake 
with whitecaps and sent spray over the 
breakwater. It was a day for small craft 
to hag the shore and meant comfort for 
thousands who turned toward the. Colli- 
•um. The scene of action toon a sudden 
Bhift during the morning. 
Early in the 


day the downtown centers had a repeti- 
tion of the excitement and confusion that 
have marked the last few days. 


The marching clubs with bands and 


Bhonters made their last convulsive 
demonstrations 
before attention was 


directed to the serious work within the 
ball. By nine crowds began to converge at 
the depots. By ten they were in full 
motion taking the surburban trains of the 
Illinois Central, the elevated, trains and 
electric lines. The ridels twelve miles 
f -om the heart of the city along a stretch 
ot tbe lake front. It is the same complete 
system that carried 75,000 persons safely 
to the, world's fair on Chicago day, so it 
vfts not over taxed by the 15,000 who 
s w armed the hall today. 


Theecene in front of convention hall 


was one of great animation. 
A steady 


Jine of trains emptied loads of passengers 
uno tbe narrow street which leads to the 
hill. 
Bhontenand bands kept up a din 


that mingled with yells of fakirs celling 
ha dges and buttons. There was little ex- 
terior adornment to the 
convention 


r u tiding. The lobby entrance was draped 
in bunting. 
Flags fluttered from all 


available points but the structure is so 
vast w to defy elaborate decoration!. 
Sergeant-at-arins Martin was on hand at 
an early hoar with a staff of 600 assistants, 
door keepen-and pages. 


At ton the doors were opened and the 


wild rush began. Within 
offices for 


newspaper* were lined on one side; on the 
other was a restaurant 100 feet in length 
•nd a well equipped postoffloe. 
Within 


tbe main hall the decorations were artis- 
tic and effective. It is twice the size of 
tbe Madison Square Garden interior. A 
quarter mile bicycle track is to be pat in 
when the convention is over. 


The most striking features of the deco 


orations on entering the hall was that of 
the Democratic presidents, Jefferson, 
Jackson, VanBnren, Polk, Tyler, Buch- 
anan, Cleveland, in heroic size arranged 
above the desk of the chairman. Above 
them rose a mammoth representation of 
•n American eagle with a shield of the 
United States in his talons. 


As the delegates entered tbe hall they 


Were not greeted by tbe usual sight of pen- 
nants bearing the name of states to locate 
the delegation's seats. Because pennants 
would obstruct the view each state's loca" 
tionwas designated by an upright staff 
wllbthe name painted perpendicularly 
•n three sides. 


Michigan had the point of vantage Im- 


mediately before the chairman's desk. 
Back of Michigan came Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, New Jersey with New 
York on the left and to the rear, not a 
Very choice location from which the pro- 
tests of goldities can be made effectively. 
Massachusetts occupied the front row to 
the right, Pennsylvania to the left and 
Indiana far in the rear.

tion Mr. Hobart made an exceptionally 
strong and able statement of his stand on 
the currency question, as well as on the 
principle of protection. He said the cur- 
rency admits of no compromise. 


That a vital principle is at stake in it, 


but tbat it is in no sense a partisan or 
sectional one; but one that concerns ttl' 
people. He announced that at an early 
date he should give the public a more 
detailed statement of his ideas upon the 
dominant questions of the year and the 
crisis that confronts us as a nation.

SUPT. ALLEN RETURNS. 


What He Has to Say About the Death of 


Mr. Parker. 


Superintendent Allen of the lodging 


house returned from New York city this 
morning and was called upon by a TRAN- 
SCRIPT representative for a statement 
regarding the illness of Horace Parker, 
the young men who died at the hospital 
Saturday after being removed there from 
the lodging house in a delerious condition 
Friday evening. 


Mr. Allen said Parker had been an in- 


mate of the lodging house for five weeks 
previous to his death, and although he 
had found no employment bis board and 
bed were furnished him. 
Parker was 


taken ill about a week ago with dysen- 
tery, and after consulting with Mr. Bond, 
the city almoner, Dr. Bice the city physi- 
cian was called by Mr. Alien to attend 
the man. The invalid received every care 
which the lodging house afforded and his 
condition was not considered serious 
enough to have him removed to the hos- 
pital when Mr. Allen left for New York 
Thursday. 


A man mamed Tnesdale was in charge 


of the lodging house during Mr. Allen's 
absence, and as he sat up with the invalid 
during the night, he sought sleep during 
the day. Dr. Kice was obliged to leave 
the city for a few days Friday and when 
he called at the lodging house and found 
the door locked, it is surmised that 
Tuesdale was takintr his nap. 


Parker's condition became alarmingly 


worse Friday evening and it was then that 
the police officers were notified, as Dr. 
Rice was not to be found. 
The death 


occurred Saturday morning at the hos- 
pital. 


Mr. Allen accounts for the man's naked- 


ness when the police called late Friday 
evening by tbe fact that all inmates of the 
house are obliged to remove their cloth- 
ing upon retiring. Mr. Allen is firm in 
his avowals that the man received every 
attention, and attributes his death to the 
sudden change in his condition just when 
medical attention was not at hand. He 
furthermore states that the lodging house 
is, as it always has been, open to public 
inspection and that he is fully prepared 
to meet any persons who may see fit to 
conduct an investigation in connection 
with the illness and death of Parker.

Bryant, is seriously ill at Dover, N. H., 
where he was to have been married Wed- 
nesday, July 8, to Mrs. Fannie E. Cashing 
of that city.

REPORT FROM ENGINEER

Petitions from Residents of Different 


streets. Windsor Company Granted 


the Privilege of Laying Water Pipe 


from Briggsvllle to the Works. 


Other Business. 


A regular meeting of the city council 


was held last night, the council meeting 
at the usual hour. The first thing sub- 
mitted was a report from the chief engin- 
eer of the fire department. The report 
stated that up to July, the number of fires 
from the time the last report was submitted 
was four, and the number of needless 
alarras, two. There were no other com- 
munications, no unfinished business and 
Councilman Kearn presented a petition 
from citizens on Goodrich street request- 
ing that a proper grade be established on 
the street and the street accepted. On 
motion of Mr. Kearn the petition was re- 
ferred to the committee on streets. Mr. 
Wilkinson presented a petition of like 
nature with reference to Porter street and 
it was referred to the committee on 
streets. Mr. Cutting had a similar peti- 
tion about Dover and Kiohview streets 
which was similarly disposed of. This 
petition asks that the name of Bichview 
street be changed to King street as the 
street now is being confounded with Rich- 
view avenue. 
Mr. Whitaker reported 


favorably for the committee on ordinances 
the ordinance on streets, ways and high- 
ways that had been submitted to it. The 
ordinance has reference to the laying out 
and acceptance of streets and the estab- 
lishment of a board to hear grievances 
concerning streets It was passed to be 
ordained. The committee on streets was 
given further time to report some matters 
in their hands. 


Mr. Wilkinson offered an ordinance 


providing that the city can hold money 
in trust from any person for improving or 
embellishing the cemeteries to suit the 
purpose for which the fund was donated 
and providing that the city can enter in- 
to an agreement with any per; on to ex- 
pend money on any part of the cemeter- 
ies. The ordinance was referred to the 
committee on ordinances. 


Mr. Wilkinson then read an order re- 


commended by the mayor giving the 
Windsor Print Works company the privi- 
lege of laying pipes for the conveyance 
of water from Clarksburg to the print 
works, provided the company guarantees 
to the board of public works, that the 
highways will be restored to their proper 
condition and that all damages that may 
arise out of the laying of these pipes be 
assumed by the company. The president 
desired to address the conncil on the 
matter ard called on Mr. Clark to take 
the chair. Mr. Clark declined and so did 
Mr. Darby and Mr. Craswell. Mr. Whit- 
aker accepted the honor and Mr.Bracewell 
addressed the council and went into the 
history of the peculiar water burst at 
Briggsville which so dirtied the river that 
the water could not be used by the print 
works. He declared that if it had noj 
been for another supply of water that the 
print works could not run. It was first, 
he said, the intention to go to the legisla- 
ture and get permission to lay the lines of 
pipe, but it was found that there would 
be little opposition by abuttters and it 
was decided to come before the council 
and ask for the permission. Mr. Brace- 
well showed a map of the proposed line 
of pipe and then George W. Chase of the 
board of public works, who was present, 
asked if there was any provision in the 
order about the location of the pipes in 
the street. Mr. Wilkinson read the order 
again and stated that there would be no 
collision between the Winsor print works 
and the city officers, that the matter was 
one of much importance to one of the 
city's largest corporations and to the 
whole city. The order was passed by e. 
unanimous yea and nay vote and Mr. 
Braeewell thanked the council, stating 
that the day was comingwhen his company 
could have waited no longer. 
Mr. Tilton 


submitted the question to the mayor to be 
answered at the next meeting "Have the 
defects in the sidewalks been repaired?" 
He asked the question because of the 
successful suits that have been brought 
against the city for damages caused by 
defective sidewalks. President Braeewell 
read the resignation of Councilman 
Thomas Butterworth who has removed to 
Passaic, N. J. With reference to filling the 
vacancy Mr. Kearn thought it would be 
only fair to ward 4 to have another mem- 
ber besides himself represent it. 
The 


president ruled that as the vacancy did 
not occur more than six months before 
the end of the municipal year that the 
council could not fill the vacancy. 
Mr. 


Kearn thought that the day a member 
ceased to be a resident of the city that he 
ceased to be a member of the council. Mr. 
Wilkinson quoted the charter to show 
that the president's ruling was tight and 
the matter was dropped. The business o4 
drawing jurors for the July term of supe- 
rior court was then transacted, Acting 
Mayor Potter being present. Mr. Wilkin- 
son was designated to draw the names 
from the ballot box. 
These names were 


drawn: John Q. Irwin, East Main street! 
Alpheus Burdick, North street; Marshall 
H. Ford, Braeewell avenue; Harry E. 
Blake, Walnut street and Edward E. 
Gallup, Frederick street. 
Clerk Brooker 


then read a proposed act of the legislature 
authorizing the use of the MoGtammany 
voting machine, the commonwealth to 
supply the machines to the cities. The 
act was submitted for the consideration 
of the members of the councU and Mr, 
Whitaker moved that the communica- 
tion, coming from Secretary of State 
Olin, be referred to the mayor and presi- 
dent of the council for action.

How City Government in North Adams has 


Worked During the Erst Half Year 


of Its Existence, 


A BRIEF BUT INTERESTING REVIEW OF EVENTS, 


What Has Been Done by the Council and the Various Departments. 


Strests and Sewers. 
Many Important Improvements. 


Board of Health Doings. 
Giber Matters, 


Just sis months have passed since the 


inauguration of city government in North 
Afams, and although the doings of the 
administration have been faithfully chron- 
icled by the press, and there is a good 
general knowledge of what has been done 
•nd how matters are progressing*! pres- 
ent, a brief review of the work of the city 
government to date may not be uninter- 
esting to citizens and taxpayers. " 


Mayor Houghton was inaugurated Jan- 


uary 6, and many of his appointments 
were announced at that time. Others 
were made later. These appointments 
were very favorably received by the pub- 
lic and subsequent events have proved 
tbat the men selected by the mayor to fill 
the appointive offices were wisely chosen- 
The work in the various departments has 
gone forward without friction, steadily 
and in the right direction, the elected 
officers vindicating the judgment of the 
voters as completely aa those who were 
appointed have justified the choice of the 
appointing power. The different depart- 
ments have worked in harmony and the 
benefits of subdivision of labor and re- 
sponsibility, so much greater than it was 
under the town form of government, are 
already plainly apparent. 


The Conncil. 


The doings of the city council have been 


faithtnlly reported by the city papers and 
do not need to be reviewed at length. 
Among the important acts of the couttcil 
are the adoption of ordinances relating to 
plumbing, to the erection, 
alteration, 


repair and construction of buildings, mak- 
ing regulations for the fire department 
and providing for licenses for all hacks, 
places of 
amusement, hawkers and 


peddlers, etc., so that there is some sys- 
tem in the management of these things. 
In the fire limit, which is the same as the 
old fire district, the territory has been 
divided into two districts, AandB. 
In 


these districts building regulations of 
sufficicient stringency are in force and the 
careless work of past years cannot be 
repeated. District A comprises the heart 
of the city and district B takes in the less 
central portions. 
The fact that the erec- 


tion and plumbing of buildings is here- 
after to be properly regulated under com- 
petent official inspection is cause for con- 
gratulation, for it is a need that North 
Adams had felt for many years. 


Appropriations. 


Realizing that the city was in need of 


many important improvement^, the coun- 
cil readily accepted the mayor's recom- 
mendations in the matter of appropria- 
tions. The result was more 
liberal 


appropriations than had ever been made 
by the town, the aggregate being $321,920. 
The list was published in detail at the 
time the appropriations were made. For 
roads $20,000 was appropriated, whereas 
the highest appropriation ever made by 
the town was f 12,000. The sum was in- 
creased for the purpose of beginning per- 
manent road making, in addition to the 
usual repairs. The need of this departure 
was painfully manifest and before another 
winter there will be results to compensate 
for the extra outlay. 


There was also appropriated $90,000 for 


lots and school buildings at Braytonville 
and Veazie street. The cost in each case 
will be flo.OOO and the result will be two 
brick eight-room school buildings supplied 
with every modern convenience and 
occupying spacious grounds. At Brayton- 
ville several acres were bought with a 
view to providing an athletic field for all 
the schools in the city. The school com- 
mittee has the expenditure of this money 
and the work is already under way. 


The Hodskins property adjoining the 


city hall has also been purchased for city 
purposes at a cost of $15,000. 


Board of Public Works. 


Much important work has been entered 


upon by the board of public works, which 
has charge of the streets, sewers, bridges, 
water service and the poor. Under the 
efficient 
direction 
of Superintendent 


Berry the streets have been handled bet- 
ter than ever before and their general 
cleanliness is a marked feature of our 
new city life. 
Permanent road making 


has not yet been begun, but the ordinary 
repairs have been promptly and thor- 
oughly attended to, and the statement 
that the general condition of the streets 
has been greatly improved no one will 
dispute. Much yet remains to be done, 
but a good beginning has been made and 
the people of North Adams can look for- 
ward with confidence to an era when 
good roads, instead of poor ones, will be 
the rule. 


Surface Sewer*. 


One thing which will hasten this con- 


summation is the system of surface sewers, 
upon which work has already been begun. 
The work to be done in this direction this 
year, according to surveys made by City 
Engineer Emigh, will embrace Main, 
Ashland, Chestnut, Cherry and Dover 
streets and Washington and Elmwood 
avenues. The Main'street sewer is now 
being built. These sewers, will conduct 
the surface water from the high land in 
the east part of the city to the river and 
do away with the serious washing of 
streets and damage to private property, 
which have been frequent occurrences in 
the past. These surface sewers are con- 
structed under the direction of City En- 
gineer Emigh, as will also be the two sew- 
ers to be built for the removal of sewage 


One of these will extend from Eagle street 
to Marshall, and the other from a point 
near the Five Roads to the Union street 
sewer at a point between the two bridges. 
Both of these sewers will accommodate 
very populous districts whose sewage 
heretofore has been discharged into the 
Hoosac river. The importance of these 
sewers cannot be overestimated, and not 
only those who will be directly benefited, 
but the people of the entire city, may well 
rejoice that their construction is to be no 
longer delayed. The East Main street 
sewer is also to be extended to Pa rk ave- 
nue, and possibly a sewer may be laid in 
the avenue. 


Other HiUlers. 


Many other matters are receiving the 


attention of the board of public works. 
The contract for finishing the Notch res- 
ervoir has been let and the work is suc- 
cessfully under way. 
New curbing is 


being set on the south side of Main street 
and grades have been established on 
Church street and several other streets- 
Through the efforts of the board the state 
highway commissioners have agreed to 
construct $5,000 worth of state road ex 
tending east from Greylock. A steam 
road roller has been purchased and it u 
expected that permanent road making 
will soon be begun. 
The grounds in 


front of the West Main street cemetery 
are being improved, all of the bridges are 
tc be painted, a contract for lighting the 
city foV two years has been let and the 
usual extensions of sewers and water ser- 
vice consequent upon the steady growth 
of the city are being attended to as last as 
possible. 


Board of Heiiltb. 


The board of health, one of the most 


important departments of a city govcrn- 
members were not appointed to pose as 
ment, is proceeding on the ground that its 
figureheads or to fill a gap in the list of 
public officials, but to perform important 
and, in many cases, disagreeable duties- 
And it became evident to delinquents some 
time ago that somebody was after them 
with a good deal sharper stick than they 
had been accustomed to. The efforts or 
the board are largely responsible for the 
new sewers tbat are to (be constructed, 
and in all streets where there are sewers 
property owners will be compelled to 
make connections. This is a duty tbat 
has been evaded by many property own- 
ers on one pretext or another, but the 
edict of tbe present board is, to use a 
slang phrase, "Get there Eli," and those 
to whom the message has come are get- 
ting there. And the beauty of it is the 
orders are not confined to the "little fel- 
lows." The poor man who owns a cottage 
upon the hillside is not compelled to com- 
ply with the regulations while the 
wealthy tenement owner goes free. All 
are served alike without fear or favor, and 
among those who have received orders 
the compliance with which will involve 
large outlays are two important manufac- 
turing corporations. The most complete 
sewerage possible is insisted upon, and, 
while the board has no desire to be un- 
necessarily severe, no leniency will be 
shown to those who manifest a disposi- 
tion to wilfully violate the health laws. 


A contract has been let for [he gather- 


ing of garbage, or swill, which will here- 
after be carried away in water-tight cov- 
ered wagons built expressly for the pur- 
pose, and no gathering of swill by pig 
owners, who in the past have engaged in 
this work and carted the filth through 
the streets in barrels, will be permitted. 


As was reported in these columns a few 


days ago, the board has condemned a 
number of tenement houses, which have 
been or are soon to be vacated and put in 
decent order or remain closed. 
Such 


duties as these are quite liable to make 
enemies for those who perform them, 
but the members of our board of health 
have risen above all personal considera- 
tions in the matter. Duty is their watch- 
word, and they not only propose to do 
their own, but to see that property own- 
ers do theirs. 


Tbe License Commissioners!. 


A review of this kind would be incom- 


plete without allusion to the excellent 
work of the license commissioners, who 
not only raised thefee from $1,830 to $2000, 
but exercised their best judgment and 
discrimination in tbe granting of licenses. 
Although no noise is made about it, the 
liquor business is kept under the closest 
surveillance and the dealers are well 
aware that any known violation of the 
laws will be followed by tbe prescribed 
penalties. And so, as the sale of liquor 
was to be legalized, the matter could not 
have been entrusted to safer hands than 
those of the present board of commiss- 
ioners. 


(liber Natters, 


It hardly needs to be said that North 


Adams has as good a police department 
as any city of its size in the state. The 
efficiency of this department is to be 
greatly increased by the introduction of 
the Gamewell police telegraph system, 
which will be in working order in a few 
days. The uniform good order In the city, 
which was especially noticeable July 4, 
when not a single arrest lor drunkenness 
was maoX attests not only the efficiency 
of the police force, but also a healthy 
public sentiment and sense of honor on 
the part of all of our citizens, and is some- 
thing to be proud of. Tbe fire depart- 


ment is equal to ail demands upon it, r.s 
its record clearly shows, and tbe public 
schools are in a condition which proves 
that competent and public-spirited men 
are in control. 


The foregoing is but a brief glimpse at 


our city government at the end of its first 
six months, but it suffices to show that 
the people of North Adams have much 
cause for satisfaction. That their public 
business is being carefully and ably man- 
aged is plainly evident, and it is equally 
plain that the jieat mass of citizens and 
tax payers have the highest respect for 
and fullest confidence in those at the head 
of affairs.

FOR NORTH ADAMS. 


The city of North Adams Was six 


month) old Monday. 
While this ia not 


a Icmg period, yet it is one snfficiently 
lone of which to take some account to 
learn how successful the new city govern" 
mcnt hw been, how far it hag met the 
anticipation of its friends and how well it 
has fulfilled the promises made for it last 
January. 


\Ve all recall the reluctance and, per- 


haps, regret with which the old form oJ 
town government was at last given up. 
A feeling of kindly sentiment for the old, 
mingled with an unavoidable uncertainty 
and even distrust of the new, made such 
feelings inevitable. Today the best recom' 
nu ndation and the highest praise for the 
new city government is the admitted fac* 
that no reasonable North Adams citizen 
regrets the change and nowhere is a word 
of distrust longer heard. 
On the con- 


trary, the new order of things is heartily 
approved and warmly endorsed by all. 


By the theory of our city charter the 


most central figure is the mayor. He is 
the pivot upon which our local govern- 
ment must turn smoothly or otherwise. 
The first six months of this government 
have demonstrated the wisdon of the 
Charter's most striking feature, ana to our 
first mayor's acknowledged executive 
ability and his fearless, straightforward 
policy, coupled with the opportunity 
ghenhimby the charter, we owe very 
in uch of the credit for one of the best and 
the most harmonious city governments to 
)»' found anywhere. 
We doubt if its 


equal exists in New England today. The 
efficiency, the impartiality, the existing 
harmony and the high character of the 
appointments of the executive depart- 
ment of the city—points which are ac' 
knowleged and commented upon by all 
good citizens, is higher praise for our first 
mayor and his office, than any words can 
b(. 


We cannot here go Into an exhaustive 


jrcview ot the work of the different offi" 
cers and boards of the new city during its 
first half year's existence. But we can' 
not refrain from commending in highest 
terms the good sense and courage with 
V hich the city council has met the trying 
questions of finance and appropriations 
that have come before it fur disposal. The 
harmony and dignity with which this 
body has proceeded about its business has 
teen exceptional and worthy of much 
T)lder and more experienced city legisla- 
tors. Its president and members have in- 
tleed "worked together for good." 


We have had occasion before iu these 


"columns to most heartily commend the 
v ork and devotion to the public interests 
c('the board of public works. At the end 
C;t the first six months' of their labors we 
repeat and emphasize the credit that is 
<lue the tb.-ee gentleman who constitute 
this important board. Their work speaks 
ior them. The already improved appear- 
ance of our city and the public improve- 
ments now decided upon and those under 
vay entitle them to the gratitude ot every 
3 erson living in North Adams. No better 
».nd no more conscientious public officials 
could be enlisted in a city's welfare. 


Throughout all the department? of the 


city government a high order of efficiency 
nnd character exists, in the board of li- 
i ense commissioners, in the police de- 
partment, in the board of health, in the 
lire department, among the ollicials at the 
city hall, and amoiigat other officials we 
might find much to praise. 


To sum up in a word the situation of 


the city government of North Adams at 
the end of this lirst six month's of its ex- 
istence, we may say that it is most fortu- 
nate in the character and spirit of its offi- 
cers and in the form of its charter. No 
i ity government ever started better, and 
let our citizens remember why it is so 
and how it has been so, for there are 
many years oi city government before us 
und diHerent conditions and am"erent 
men can make a very different govern- 
ment ibr oar city. 
A government is 


never better than the men who compose 
it. This axiom ispraibe for the present 
city government and a guide lor the 
future. 


The first six months of the city govern- 


ment of North Adams warrant the hope 
evpressed in the opening words of Mayor 
Houghton's inaugural address, and are a 
justification for repeating them here: 
"This is an auspicious occasion. 
From 


the height of civic organization which we 
now occupy our eyes turn toward an in- 
viting future and command a promising 
and 
pleasing prospect of municipal 


prosperity." 


HOW OUR BOYS AND GIRLS ARE TAUGHT 


IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


1 P. Hall, superintendent of the North 


Adams public schools, has issued * very. 
valuable pamphlet of thirty {»*£<* on 


Outlines for Teachers," to be used in 


giving instruction in geography and his- 
tory. Mr. Hull is not only a theoretical 
writer and lecturer on the best methods 
of teaching but is an experienced practical 
teacher himself. 
These qualifications 


have ma le him an authority on the sub- 
jects of v. hich he writes in this admirable 
treatise. 


The modest title of the work does not 


do it full justice. The treatise touches on 
many important subjects having to do 
with other studies than geography and 
history, though most of them perhaps of 
special value in these branches. We re- 
fer to such (abject* as language, litera- 
ture, drawing, bottn; geology and even 
civil government and political economy, 
which are imturally and in a most prac- 
tical and logical manner incorporated iu 
the system of study be has arranged. 


For instance, he devotes a section to 


the study of North Adams and Berk- 
shire county. 
Here he would require 


the pup il to draw maps of parts of the 
city, de\ eloping the idea of relative dis- 
tance, size, position, etc. Also a map of 
the city as a whole and a description of 
ts advantages, location, railroads, schools 
and industries. Its physicial features are 
to be studied and represented and obser. 
rations to be made of the action of water 
within 
its limits with reference 
to 


drainage. Places are mentioned that 
should be visited, such as Greylock, Flor- 
ida mountain, the quarries, Hoosac tun- 
nel, Fort Massachusetts and several 
others. 


Then the pupils are to be required to 


describe how the people live, their occu- 
pations, how business is transacted, the 
means of lighting the city, its protection, 
its water supply and to give an intelligent 
outline of the city government. 


When it is remembered that this same 


system of study is applied to states, to 
nationalities and to continents an idea of 
the importance of its workings can be ob- 
tained. The various sections of study and 
their adaptability to specified grades of 
pupils have been studied with great care 
and are arranged with remarkable skill 
and effi ptiveness. 


The work is a credit to Ha author al- 


ready distinguished in this direction, for 
this is not his first work of the kind 
though this of course is more advanced 
than his other writings for Mr. Hall is a 
progressive instructor. 
It is interesting 


not only as a guide to teachers but as 
giving an idea to people generally of the 
eminently practical methods of instruc- 
tion the pupils i:i our city are favored 
with. 


In his work of establishing a superior 


system of study in our public schools 
Superintendent Hall has great reason to 
rejoice that he hag such hearty and able 
support and encouragement in our efl'e- 
cient Hchool committee. 
The member, 


of this committee are untiring and har- 
monious in their efforts to promote our 
local educational interests and their 
work with that of which the superinten- 
dent gives an outline in his treatise may 
well be regarded as a source of congratu- 
lation on the part of our city.

the most truly and grandly inspiring fea- 
ture of an interesting program, was the 
reading of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 


Among the people from out of town 


who enjoyed the day there, were tome 
from North Adams, and they were greatly 
impressed with the exercises. The people 
of Dalton knew how this glorious day 
should be celebrated, and have the spirit 
and enterprise to carry out their ideas 
successlully. The example set by them 
this year was a worthy tine for every 
Berkshire town to follow. 


The record of the first half year of out 


city life as given in our local news 
columns today we believe will be of great 
interest to the readers of the TRANSCRIPT. 
Every transaction of thp city government

Chapter 41S. 


AD act relative to bakeries and persons 


employed therein. Be it enacted, etc., as 
follows: 


SECTION I.—All buildings occupied as 


biscuit, bread or cake bakeries shali be so 
drained and shall be provided with such a 
system of plumbing as shall conduce to 
the proper and healthful 
condition 


thereof. 


SECTION II.—Every room used for the 


manufacture of flour or meal food pro- 
ducts shall have, if deemed necessary by 
the authority vested with the enforce- 
ment of this act, an impermeable floor 
constructed of cement or of tiles laid in 
cement, with an additional flooring of 
wood properly saturated with linseed oil. 
The eidewalls and ceilings of such rooms 
shall be plastered or wainscoted, and, if 
required by said authority, shall be white- 
washed at least once in three months. 
The furniture and utensils in such rooms 
shall be so arranged that the furniture 
and floor may at all times be kept clean 
and in a proper and healthful sanitary 
condition. 


SECTION III.—The manufactured flour 


or meal food products shall be kept in 
perfectly dry and airy rooms, so arranged 
that the floors, shelves and all other facil- 
ities for storing the same can be easily and 
perfectly cleaned. 


SECTION IV.—Every such bakery shall 


be provided with a proper washroom and 
water-closet or closets, with ventilation 
apart from the bakeroom or rooms where 
the manufacturing of such food products 
is conducted; and no water-closet, earth- 
closet, privy or ash-pit shall be within or 
communicate directly with the bakeroom 
of any bakery. 


SECTION V.—The sleeping places for the 


persons employed in a bakery shall be 
separate from the room or rooms where 
flour or meal fcod products are manu" 
facted or stored, • 


SECTION VI.—Any person who violates 


any of the provisions of this act, or re- 
fuges to comply with any requirement ot 
the authority vested with its enforcement, 
as provided herein, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
nor more than fifty dollars for a first 
offence, and for a second offence by a fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for 
not more than ten days, and for a third 
offence by a fine of not less than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars and by imprison- 
ment for not more than thirty days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


SECTION VII.—The owner, agent or 


lessee of any property affected by the 
provisions of sections one, two or four of 
this act shall, within sixty days after ser- 
vice of notice requiring any alterations to 
be made in or upon such premises, corr> 
ply therewith. Such notice shall be in 
writing and may be served upon such 
owner, agent or lessee, either personally 
or by mall; and a notice mailed to the last 
known address of such owner, agent or 
'eseee shall be deemed sufficient for the 
purpose of this act. 


SECTION VIII.—The board of health of 


a city or town in which a- bakery is situ* 
ated, or in which the business regulated 
by this act is carried on, shall enforce the 
provisions of this act and shall cause 
copies of the same to be printed and 
posted iu all the bakeries and places in 
which sucSi business is carried on within 
their respective jurisdictions.

Sound Money Men Seated from 


Michigan and Nebraska. 


CONTESTS SPEEDILY 
DISPOSED OF 


Senator BUI Received FIT* Mora Vote! 


Tkw Dmnkel for Temporary Chair- 


man—Only One Exulting Inci- 


dent During the Seulon. 


Chicago, July 7.—The national com- 


mittee transacted its businera at a sin- 
gle session yesterday afternoon, dis- 
posing of all the contests for seats and 
voting 27 to 23 to report the name of 
senator David 15. Hill of New York for 
temporary chairman of the National 
convention. This was the test vote of 
committee, (bowing the relative gold 
and silver strength of the organization 
The silver showing was made by the 
presence of several proxies for mem 
bers of the committee who would have 
voted for Hill had they been present. 
There were also one or two members 
of the committee who, within the past 
few days, had announced the transfer 
of their allegiance from gold to silver, 
notably J. L. Morris of the District of 
Columbia and Arthur Sewall of Maine. 
After the roll call was completed, Sec- 
retary Sheering stated that the Clark 
contestants from Texas, known as gold 
men, had withdrawn from the farther 
contest for seats in the convention. 
The withdrawal was accompanied by 
a statement of the reasons which im- 
pelled them to enter upon the contest 
and now to voluntarily abandon it. 
This statement was read by the secre- 
tary and made a part of the records of 
the committee. 
Senator Jones of 


Arkansas, representing the "steering" 
committee of the Bimetallic league, 
wati given an opportunity to address 
the committee. He stated that the 
silver men had no candidate to present 
fdr temporary chairman. The selec- 
tion of anyone who was in accord with 
the idea of the silver men would be 
acceptable to them, and ho urged, in 
the interest of harmony, that the 
majority of the convention be not an- 
tagonized in the choice. He was heard 
with respectful attention, but no an- 
swer was given him and he withdrew. 


Oold Delegates Seated. 


' The committee decided to proceed 
•with the consideration and settlement 
of the contested cases first, and that 
from Nevada was settled in favor of 
Gen. Keating and his associates, silver 
men, without a vote. In the cases over 
which a contest was made, fifteen 
minutes was given to each side for 
argument. The first case of that kind 
called was that of John P. Frenzel, 
gold, against Charles M. Cooper, silver, 
from the Seventh (Indianapolis) dis- 
trict of Indiana. 
Cooper had been 


recognized by the state convention of 
Indiana, and he was placed on the 
temporary roll. A contest brought by 
tho 
silver 
men 
for 
three 
dis- 


tricts in Michigan was argued for the 
contesting gold men by Elliott C. 
Stevenson, chairman of the gold dele- 
gation, and for the silver men by 
Deniel J. Campau. the Michigan mem- 
ber of the national committee. 
The 


gold men were placed on the tempor- 
ary roll, Mr. Campan's being the only 
vote cast for the contestants. 
D. J. 


Maheny spoke for the contesting gold 
delegates from Nebraska, headed by 
Tobias Castor, and he yarned the 
democratic party, through the national 
committee, of the danger there was 
before it of defeat at the polls should 
it nominate a populist rather than a 
democrat. C. J. Sraythe replied for 
the Bryan silver delegation, and by 
the first test vote of the afternoon—27 
to 23—it was decided to place the Cas- 
tor delegation on the temporary roll. 
In the Ohio contest in the eighteenth 
district the silver men were sustained 
by a vote of 24 to 17. The last contest, 
that from South Dakota, resulted in 
the seating of the gold delegates. 


Hill Chosen Temporary Chairman. 


The committee then decided to 


recommend a temporary chairman of 
the convention, and Mr. Clayton, the 
delegate from Alabama, nominated for 
that position senator John \V. Daniel 
o* Virginia. He spoke briefly in sup- 
port of his nomination, urging the 
committee to recognize the overwhelm- 
ing majority in favor of free silver 
tliat was known to exist among the 
delegates to the convention, and at the 
0*086 of his remarks he was londly ap- 
plauded. 
Ex-Lieut. Gov. Sheehan of 


New York presented the name of Sena- 
tor David B. Hill of that state, setting 
forth his capabilities as a presiding 
oiuier und his merits as a democrat. 
No other Candidates being named, the 
committee proceeded to ballot and Mr 
Hill was chosan by a vote of twenty- 
seven to twenty-three. 
Mr. Hill re- 


ceived the votes of the following states 
and territories: Connecticut, Delaware, 
Illinois, 
Indiana, 
Iowa, Kentucky, 


Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 
Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, 


Texas, Vermont, Washington, West 
Virginia, Wisconsin and Alasaka. 


The Only Exciting Incident. 


After the result of the vote had been 


announced the only exciting incident 
of the afternoon occurred. Mr. Thomas 
of Colorado rose and state i that he 
had been assigned to the unpleasant 
task of notifying the committee in case 
the senator from New York was se- 
lected as the choice of the majority, 
that a minority report would be made 
and the name of the Hon. John W. 
Daniel of Virginia would be presented 
to the convention as a substitute. Mr. 
Thomas said: "The vie ws of the sena- 
tor from New York on the currency 
question are at variance with those of 
a majority of the delegates to the con- 
vention. He stands as the representa- 
< ive of the eastern gold men. We have 
been informed by the press that these 
»on nave sent delegations here to 
) 


fluence the action of the eonventioi 
and statements have been made \> 
these men to the press, and at pubh 
meetings which they have held in thi 
city, that they will agree to no com 
promise and will spare no effort to at 
eomnlish their end. We would say t. 
them that the majority will accept n 
compromise, and will also spare no ei 
fort to secure their purpose, which i 
to name a man in accord with thei 
views. Ex-Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan fol 
lowed Mr. Thomas in an impassionei 
•peech, which evoked applause_st inter 


v»«j -ium u»e Jfuid UivU OH UM uu*~ 
mittee. 


Will Prepare No Speech. 


Mr. Sheerin, secretary of the com 


raittee, was named as temporary secre- 
tary of the convention, and John I 
Martin as sergeant-at-arms. This com 
pleted the'business before the commit 
tee. and it adjourned subject to thi 
call of the chairman. The moment 
the vote on the temporary chairman 
ship was announced, Don M. Dickin 
son, who was 
in the 
committee 


room, rushed out and, tearing dowc 
the corridor to Senator Hill's room 
which was at the extreme end of the 
hall, announced the result. Mr. Hil' 
received the news ia his usual im 
passive way. A United Press repre 
sentative asked Mr. Hill if he wai 
satisfied with the result of the vote. 
"Oh," said the senator, with a shrug 
of hisshouldcrs, "I don't care anything 
about it; it makes no difference to m* 
one way or the other." 
"Will you pre> 


pare a speech as temporary chairman ?' 
was asked. "Well, now," said Mr. 
Hill, "I don't think I will for divers 
reasons. What's the use of preparing 
a speech I may not have a chance to 
deliver ?" 


DEATH OF MINISTER YOUNQ. 


Expired In a New Vorlc Hospital After * 


Fortnight'! Illneu. 


New York, July 7.—Gen. P. M. B 


Young, United States minister 
tc 


Guatemala, who had been sick in the 
Presbyterian hospital for a fortnight, 
died yesterday of Bright's disease. 
He 


reached New York from Guatemala 
two weeks ago on a leave of absence, 
and went to the hospital at on«e foi 
treatment. 
The body was shipped 


to Cartersville, Ga., last night. 


Gen. Young was born in Spartans- 


burg, S. C., Nov. 15.M83B, and was edu- 
cated at the military institute in that 
state. He began the study of law and 
then entered the military academy at 
West Point 
in 
1857. Within 
two 


months of the time of his graduation 
he resigned on account of the secession 
and joined the confederate army as a 
second lieutenant. 
He was successive- 


ly promoted through all the grades to 
that of major-general on Dec. 13, 1884, 
having command of a cavalry division. 
After the war Gen. Young went to 
Cartersville to live, and was the only 
democrat elected to congress when 
representation was restored under tha 
reconstruction 
act, taking his seat 


July 25,1568, and being re-elected for 
three successive terms, serving until 
March 3, 1875. In 1877 he was ap- 
pointed one of the commissioners from 
the United States to the World's fair 
in St. Petersburg, and in 1885 was ap- 
pointed consul-general at that placa 
during Cleveland's first term, serving 
but one year, owing to the severe cli- 
mate, lie returned to this country 
and went to Cartersville to live, where 
he remained until he was appointed 
minister to Guatemala. 


KILLED SIX PEOPLE. 


Believed the San Diego Murderer II In 


Guitody in Fargo, M. D. 


Fargo, N. D., July 7.—James Dun- 


ham, who murdered a family of six 
persons in San Diego, Cal., recently, is 
thought to have been captured in this 
city, and he is at present languishing in 
the county jail awaiting word from 
the authorities at San Franoisco. The 
man came to this city about a week 
ago and while in the city stole a bicycle 
and rode about 100 miles awa'y from 
Fargo before being captured. He was 
brought back to the city and pleaded 
guilty to tho charge of petty larceny. 
He was fined 8100 and was sentenced 
to thirty days in the county jail. In 
the meantime Detective Bellis of this 
city has been in correspondence with 
the San Francisco authorities and the 
description of this man and Dunham 
are identical. When he came to this 
city he registered as Frank Dalton of 
Boston.

Chicago, July 7.—Delegate* and 


other democratic politicans were astii 
early this morning and the greatest 
excitement nii<t interest was mani- 
fested on all sides as every Indication 
at this hour points to the most itormy 
scenes after the convention is called to 
order at noon to-daja, The first fight 
between the silver and sound money 
forces will occur on the question ol 
the temporary organization of the con- 
vention. According to present appear- 
ances tha prayer 
will be about the 


only part of the preliminary proceed- 
ings which is likely to pass unchal- 
lenged. In no previons great national 
convention has the recommendation of 
the duly chosen national committee in 
regard to a temporary presiding officer 
been antagonized by a minority re- 
port, and 
a 
demand for a vote, 


but 
the 
present gathering is an 


exceptional one and it 
is 
very 


likely 
to 
break 
in 
upon 
pre- 


cedents in more respects than one. 
By a vote of 27 to 33 the majority of 
the national committee deoided 
to 


recommend senator David B, Hill as 
temporary r^Mrman of the conven- 
tion. C. 8. Tnomas of Colorado gave 
notice that a minority report would 
be presented recommending tha selec- 
tion of senator John W. Daniel of 
Virginia, and that the convention 
would be asked to make a choice be- 
tween the two nominations. It is a 
curious fact that at the last demo- 
cratic convention held In this same 


city, duriig {tat memorable all-night 
session whloh resulted in the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland, Senator Dan- 
iel, with dauntless courage, faced for 
over an hour a, hostile, howling audi- 
ence, as the special champion of Sena- 
tor Hill, the man to whom, by the 
Irony of politic*, he is now antagonized. 


Beginning of the Fight. 


From indications just before the hour 


for calling th'a convention to order, 
the proceedings will be as follows: 
Wh en Chairman Harrity calls tho con- 
vention to order as tho representative 
of the national committee, and recom- 
mends the selection of Senator Hill as 
temporary chairman, a minority mem- 
ber of the national committee will offer 
a substitute, naming Senator Daniel 
Under all forms of parliamentary law 
a substitute must first be voted upon, 
and the only open question In this case 
seems to be whether or not Mr. Har- 
rity will recognize one of his silver as- 
sociates for the purpose of offering 
this substitute, the convention not hav- 
ing been organized and no roll call of 
the delegates having been passed upon. 
The silver men claim that tha chair- 
man's act in recommending a tempo- 
rary chairman for the approval of the 
convention is an admission that the 
convention is qualified to act upon it 
If this be true in one case, they assert 
that it must be so in the case of the 
substitute. Should Mr. Harrity re- 
fuse to put the motion for the adoption 
of the substitute, some silver member 
of the national committee on the plat- 
form will put the question himself, 
and the first skirmish between the 
gald and silver factions will be pre- 
cipitated. 


Bitter Feeling Prevails. 


"I know very little about the par- 


liamentary status of this matter," eaid 
Senator Tillman this morning. 
"But 


I do claim to be possessed of a little 
common sense. I know that Senator 
Daniel will be the temporary chairman 
of this convention, and that he will 
make the speech. If the gold men 
think that their 300 votes form the 
majority of this convention, just let 


them try it. The stiver men are run- 
ning this convention, and they propose 
to run it after their own fashion. If 
tho gold men don't like it, let them 
bolt. I hope they will." Yesterday a 
conservative spirit seamed to pervade 
the more radical silver men, and the 
desire was expressed to avoid, if possi- 
ble, a clash in the con rent ion.

Senator White, who was pre- 
sent, entered an emphatic protest, and 
if his wishes are respected the dele- 
gates will go elsewhere for their 
candidate.
